Five  formerly  abused  Ara¬ 
bian  horses,  fattened  up  at  a 
Romulus  based  horse  farm, 
trotted  off  to  new  lives  last 
Thursday,  following  an  auction 
that  raised  $3,240  to  offset  the 
city’s  six  month  veterinary  and 
stable  costs. 

More  than  50  persons 
roamed  about  the  Willow  Tree 
Stables’  facilities  on  Merriman 
road  about  an  hour  before  the 
5  p.m.  auction  conducted  by 
Rollo  A.  Juckette  on  behalf  of 
Mayor  William  Oakley  and  the 
city  of  Romulus. 

The  five  seriously  under¬ 
nourished  horses  were  confis¬ 
cated  last  January  from  a 
Romulus  family,  who  claimed 
that  intense  family  financial 
misfortunes  blocked  them 
from  caring  for  the  horses 
properly. 

Two  younger  horses  with  se¬ 
rious  hoof  and  health  prob¬ 
lems  were  destroyed  by  a 
veterinarian  at  first  inspec¬ 
tion. 

Romulus  animal  control  of¬ 
ficers  and  detectives  removed 
the  surviving  horses  and  tem¬ 
porarily  housed  them  at  an  Ar¬ 
abian  horse  farm  in  Romulus 
operated  by  the  family  of  Fred 
Hay  Sr.,  until  last  week’s  auc¬ 
tion. 

Juckette  reminded  those  in 
attendance  that  the  horses 
were  being  purchased  on  a  “as

An  elusive  Oakland  County 
jewelry  store  holdup  suspect 
nabbed  in  Dearborn  last  week 
reportedly  is  denying  he  had 
anything  to  do  with  the  1996 
murder  of  former  Romulus  Ea¬ 
gle  track  star  Evervisto  Duane 
Bosley. 

The  unarmed  robbery  sus¬ 
pect,  Antonio  McKelton,  was 
arrested  without  incident  on 
July  8  in  the  parking  lot  of  the 
Dearborn’s  Residence  Inn  mo¬ 
tel.  A  series  of  telephone  tips 
prefaced  the  arrest,  police 
said. 

McKelton  had  managed  to 
elude  police  several  times  in 
past  months  during  a  string  of 
smash-and-grab  jewelry  store 
heists,  West  Bloomfield  Police 
Chief  Ronald  Cronin  revealed. 

He  was  arraigned  July  9th 
on  the  armed  robbery  charges

The  Romulus  horse  buyers 
were  told  the  animals  were 
open  to  a  year  long  inspection 
by  city  animal  control  officers, 
to  make  sure  they  were  being 
cared  for  in  a  proper  way. 

Oakley  assisted  Juckette 
with  the  sale  of  the  horses. 

The  first  horse  offered,  an 
11-year-old  chestnut  pure  Ara¬ 
bian  mare,  was  auctioned  off 
for  $650  to  Theresa  Kemp,  who 
fell  in  love  with  the  animal 
while  caring  for  it  this  spring. 

The  second  horse,  a  Chest¬ 
nut  gelding  and  the  youngest 
at  nine-years-  old,  was  sold  for 
$975  to  Vicki  Henderson. 

Later  a  black  13-year  old 
mare  was  sold  for  $600  to 
Linda  Swope  and  a  white  19- 
year-old  Arabian  gelding  was 
auctioned  off  for  $675  to  Mil¬ 
dred  Pirlot. 

The  last  horse  of  the  day,  a 
19-year-old  white  mare,  was 
sold  to  Stacie  Swope  for  $340. 

As  promised  the  auction 
took  less  than  half  an  hour  to 
complete. 

Oakley  extended  his  thanks 
to  auctioneer  Juckette  for  his 
donated  services  and  Carol 
and  Brace  Pentoney,  owners  of 
Willow  Tree  Stables,  for  pro¬ 
viding  free  use  of  their  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  auction. 


involving  various  Oakland 
County  jewelry  stores.  It  also 
was  reported  that  McKelton 
had  spent  some  recent  time  in 
Canada,  while  police  were 
hunting  for  him. 

Mr.  Bosley  was  slain  early  in 
the  morning  of  Nov.  14,  while 
working  as  an  ATM  technician 
outside  an  Comerica  Bank  in 
Farmington  Hills.  He  served 
as  a  captain  of  the  Romulus 
track  team  in  his  senior  year 
(1989)  and  later  was  a  U.S.  Ma¬ 
rine. 

A  confiscated  pistol  used  in 
the  jewelry  heists  has  been 
linked  to  Mr.  Bosley’s  slaying, 
but  McKelton  emphatically  de¬ 
nies  any  involvement  in  the 
killing.  He  also  denies  the 
claim  that  his  prints  were 
found  on  the  weapon. 

A  $50,000  reward  had  been 
posted  for  information  leading 
to  the  arrest  or  conviction  of 
Mr.  Bosley’s  killer.

The  fiery  death  of  a  West- 
land  father  of  six  children  has 
unified  Romulus  church 
leaders,  relatives  and  friends’ 
efforts  to  aid  the  hurting  fam¬ 
ily  during  their  financial  and 
leadership  crisis. 

The  43-year-old  father,  Billy 
Campbell,  died  early  in  the 
morning  of  June  28,  when  his 
van  caught  fire  in  the  driveway 
of  his  home,  killing  him. 

Mr.  Campbell,  a  salesman 
for  Home  Window  Co.,  is  sur¬ 
vived  by  six  young  children, 
who  attend  schools  in  the 
Wayne-Westland  School  dis¬ 
trict.  Several  of  the  children 
also  attend  youth  programs  at 
the  Ball  Road  Tabernacle 
Church  of  Romulus. 

The  children  include  three 
daughters:  Jacqueline,  Crystal 
and  Robbin  and  three  sons, 
Corey,  Carl  and  Timothy. 

The  Rev.  Neil  Swanger,  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Romulus  based 
church,  gave  the  eulogy  at  Mr. 
Campbell’s  funeral  last 
Wednesday  at  the  Uht  Funeral 
Home  of  Westland.  Interment 
was  conducted  at  Glenwood 
Cemetery  in  Wayne. 

Swanger  is  also  helping  to 
coordinate  the  community  ef¬ 
forts  to  aid  the  Campbell  fam¬ 
ily  through  its  mourning  and 
transitional  period.  The 
Church  of  Christ  of  Wayne  also 
has  been  helping  fill  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  emergency  financial 
needs  during  the  early  crisis 
period. 

In  addition  to  the  family’s 
truck  being  destroyed  in  the 
fire,  5-year-  old  Timmy  also 
lost  his  prized  two-wheel  bicy¬ 
cle,  Swanger  said.  Efforts  to  re- 
place  the  bike  were 
successfully  completed  this 
week  via  a  donation  of  a 
sprightly  blue  tinted  bicycle 
from  the  Salvation  Army  in  Ro¬ 
mulus. 

“The  family  impresses  me 
with  its  closeness,”  Swanger 
said,  “and  we  want  to  do  every¬ 
thing  we  can  to  keep  that  to¬ 
getherness  in  tact.  In  the  past, 
one  of  the  family’s  prized  out¬ 
ings  has  been  a  meal  at

Despite  that 
need  for  special  attention, 
Swanger  said,  he  has  been  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  teamwork 
Carl’s  lifestyle  has  created 
with  the  rest  of  the  family. 

Because  the  father’s  death 
was  so  sudden  and  unex¬ 
pected,  the  Campbell  family 
needs  a  great  deal  of  emo¬ 
tional  support  from  the  com¬ 
munities  of  Romulus  and 
Westland,  Swanger  said. 

Simple  but  heartfelt  letters 
and/or  condolence  cards  for 
the  Campbell  family  can  be

Author  tells  secrets  of  power,  leadership 


Author  Blaine  Lee  visited  Wayne  to  discuss  his  new  book,  The

When  Blaine  Lee,  author  of 
The  Power  Principle,  visited 
Wayne  recently,  he  talked 
about  a  new  definition  and  ap¬ 
plication  to  the  word,  “power.” 

Lee  talked  about  a  positive 
kind  of  power  that  inspires 
rather  than  intimidates  or  cor¬ 
rupts  --  a  force  that  draws  peo¬ 
ple  to  it  and  inspires  them  to 
put  forth  their  best  efforts. 

The  issue  of  power  is  one 
that  is  encountered  in  daily 


living  with  choices  being  made 
in  the  manner  in  which  we 
deal  with  family  members,  ac¬ 
quaintances,  co-workers,  man¬ 
agers  and  officials.  In  his  book, 
Lee  deals  with  all  areas  of 
power,  focusing  on  some  of  the 
challenges  in  the  business 
world. 

Although  there  are  count¬ 
less  ways  for  people  to  receive 
training  in  their  chosen  fields, 
there  is  little  or  no  training  on 
how  to  be  a  manager,  Lee 
noted.

ployees  to  long-term  success. 

If  a  manager  or  leader  in¬ 
timidates,  coerces,  threatens 
or  uses  scare  tactics,  he  can 
gain  compliance.  But  if  he 
wants  a  deep  commitment,  the 
manager  or  leader  must  use 
persuasion,  patience,  consis¬ 
tency  and  show  an  example  of 
integrity.

power”  to  people  who  attend 
his  seminars. 

“Think  of  the  person  who 
most  influenced  your  life,”  he 
asks  the  participants.  “Now, 
think  of  what  you  would  do  if 
that  person  asked  you  for  as¬ 
sistance  or  money.  Would  you 
provide  it?” 

Lee  said  he  receives  enthu¬ 
siastic  responses  about  how 
the  participants  would  re¬ 
spond  to  the  individuals  in 
need. 

“I  would  get  on  the  next 
plane  and  fly  anywhere  to  help 
him,”  one  person  answered.  “I 
would  give  him  any  amount  of 
money  he  needed,”  said  an¬ 
other. 

Then,  Lee  asks,  how  many  of 
the  people  who  most  influ¬ 
enced  you  are  now  dead.  Usu¬ 
ally,  a  large  number  of  those 
who  were  most  influential  in 
their  lives  are  no  longer  alive. 

Lee  challenges  the  partici¬ 
pants  to  emulate  the  individ¬ 
uals  who  most  influenced  their 
lives  and  continue  to  do  so 
even  though  they  are  no  long 
alive. 

“If  their  influence  is  still 
with  you,  even  if  they  are  no 
longer  alive,  that  is  real 
power,”  Lee  said,  who  adds 
that  the  Power  Principle  is 
based  on  the  idea  that  “when 
others  honor  you,  you  have 
sustained  long-term  influence 
with  them.” 

The  ten  principles  of  power, 
according  to  Lee,  are  persua¬ 
sion,  patience,  gentleness, 
teachability,  acceptance,  kind¬ 
ness,  knowledge,  discipline, 
consistency  and  integrity. 

Lee  debunks  the  notion  that 
power  resides  in  forcefulness, 
negotiation,  compulsion  or  in¬ 
timidation. 

“True  lasting  power  doesn’t 
stem  from  titles,  tactics  or  in¬ 
timidation.  It  is  at  once  more 
subtle  and  more  complex  than 
that.  The  key  to  power  is  some¬ 
thing  that  we  all  know  and  rec¬ 
ognize.  It  is  honor,”  he  said. 

Lee  states  that  there  is  al¬ 
ways  a  choice  between  power 
and  pow.erlessness  no  matter 
how  desperate  the  situation  is. 
He  cites  Candace  Lightner, 
founder  of  Mothers  Against 
Drunk  Driving  (MADD)  as  an

vide  potential  leaders  with 
experiences  that  will  benefit 
them.

Spending  some  of  their  sum¬ 
mer  in  the  classroom,  120 
teachers  from  the  Romulus 
School  District  are  studying 
the  Internet  to  learn  how  it  can 
make  them  more  effective 
teachers. 

The  class  is  being  taught  by 
Phil  Rossman,  a  Romulus  resi¬ 
dent  who  runs  the  advanced 
math  computer  lab  at  the  high 
school,  during  the  school  year. 

“The  teachers  are  given  a 
general  overview  of  the  Inter¬ 
net  and  then  practice  using 
software  applications  written 
for  the  internet,”  Rossman 
said. 

“Web  based  projects  that 
support  classroom  outcomes 
are  taught  each  session  with 
each  teacher  creating  a  web 
page  to  use  in  their  classroom 
this  fall.”  Rossman  explained. 


Sixth  grade  teacher  Alexa 
Azzopardi  from  Halecreek  El¬ 
ementary  School  is  taking  the 
course  to  learn  more  about  the 
Internet  and  how  it  can  be 
used  to  help  educate  her  stu¬ 
dents. 

“The  student  today  needs  a 
bigger  picture  of  the  world 
around  them,”  she  said. 

“My  students  will  be  given 
Internet  assignments  that  can 
be  tackled  during  their  ftree 
time. 

“With  all  the  student 
computers  we  have  at  Hale- 
creek,  the  students  will  have 
ample  time  and  opportunity  to 
complete  their  assignments,” 
Azzopardi said. 

One  of  the  major  goals  of  the 
school  district  regarding  tech¬ 
nology  is  to  have  information 
and  to  work  on  projects. 

Romulus  High  School  busi¬ 
ness  teacher  and  department 
head  Flo  Satterlee  is  taking 


the  course  to  prepare  herself 
to  teach  her  students  to  use  the 
Internet  effectively. 

“Our  business  lab  and  writ¬ 
ing  lab  will  have  Internet  ac¬ 
cess  from  every  student 
computer  and  I  am  writing 
web  page  activities  now  for  my 
students  to  use  this  coming 
school  year.  The  Internet  is 
part  of  every  business  today 
and  our  students  must  learn 
how  to  effectively  use  this  won¬ 
derful  resource  for  informa¬ 
tion  and  business,”  she  said. 

Many  of  the  high  school 
teachers  taking  the  course  are 
writing  web  pages  that  will  be 
part  of  the  high  school  web 
page. 

This  way  all  teachers  can 
view  other  teacher’s  lesson 
plans  and  share  information 
as  well  as  resources.  Also  all 
teachers  in  the  district  will  be 
able  to  communicate  with 
each  other  by  sending  E  mail 


via  the  Internet. 

By  giving  the  staff  a  com¬ 
plete  understanding  of  their 
computer,  the  Internet  and  re¬ 
lated  resources,  they  are  more 
likely  to  effectively  integrate 


the  technology  into  their  daily 
classroom  activities,  Rossman 
said. 

Rossman  will  continue  his 
Internet  instruction  at  se¬ 
lected  Romulus  schools  in  the 
fall.

Patterson  seeking  more  ‘anti-noise’  allies

Wayne  County  Commis¬ 
sioner  Bruce  Patterson  (R- 
Canton),  whose  voice  iron¬ 
ically  at  times  was  overpow¬ 
ered  by  noise  from  jet  planes 
flying  over  Romulus  City  Hall 
Monday  night,  pleaded  for 
help  from  elected  Romulus 
and  Huron  Township  officials 
in  his  on  going  battle  over  air¬ 
port  noise  issues. 

The  airplane  noise  sounded 
extra  loud  Monday  night,  since 
the  council  chamber’s  outer 
doors  were  open  because  of  a 
non-operating  air  conditioning 
system. 

Patterson  complained  he 


was  not  invited  to  the  recent 
annual  meeting  of  the  Noise 
Mitigation  Advisory  Commit¬ 
tee,  where  apparently  those  in¬ 
vited  “did  not  raise  a  single 
objection”  to  the  sluggishness 
of  the  county’s  airport  noise  ef¬ 
forts. 

He  claimed  he  didn’t  know 
of  the  meeting  until  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  on  July  10th. 

According  to  a  letter  sent 
out  by  Sean  Brosnan,  the 
county’s  airport  noise  elimina¬ 
tion  czar,  the  June  3  meeting 
was  attended  by  30  area 
mayors  and  supervisors  and 
they  heard  reports  on  “airport 
projects,  the  mid-field  termi¬

Couple 
restore  faith 
in  mankind 


Reflections

During  their  careers,  newspaper 
writers  and  editors  meet  so  many 
schemers,  scam  artists  and  con 
men  (and  women)  that  it  is  difficult  not  to  become 
jaded  when  one  hears  a  poignant  story. 

Too  many  times,  as  the  story  unwinds  it  begins  to 
unravel,  and  by  the  time  it  is  finished,  there  is  little 
of  value  in  it 

That  was  not  the  case,  I  believe,  of  a  story  related 
to  me  by  an  Inkster  couple  who  have  taken  eight 
children  into  their  home. 

Charles  and  Cathy  Logwood  are  a  young  couple 
who  could  live  comfortably  in  their  small  house  in 
Inkster  with  their  four  children  —  if  they  had  not 
chosen  to  take  in  eight  other  children  who  needed  a 
loving  home. 

Instead,  they  brought  the  children  —  six  of  them 
who  are  relatives  —  into  their  home,  which  tends  to 
remind  one  of  the  nursery  rhyme  of  the  old  women 
who  lived  in  the  shoe.  Only  instead  of  “not  knowing 
what  to  do”  as  the  nursery  rhyme  says,  the  Logwoods 
know  what  to  do,  and  that  is  to  love,  care  for  and 
teach  Christian  values  to  their  expanded  family. 

The  small  house  literally  bulges  at  the  seams  with 
youngsters  —  not  hollering,  screaming  and  fighting 
youngsters,  but  quiet,  polite,  helpful  and  respectful 
ones. 

As  I  sat  on  the  front  steps  with  three  of  the 
younger  children  I  was  amazed  at  their  caring  atti¬ 
tude  toward  one  another.  An  older  child  issued  a 
gentle  reminder  to  the  two  youngest  to  share,  and 
the  three  played  quietly  together,  as  I  talked  to  them 
about  school  and  games.  The  older  girls  and  boys 


cared  for  the  infants,  and  brought  them  out  on  the 
porch  for  a  “family  portrait” 

Most  amazing  of  all  to  me  was  the  attitude  of 
Charles  and  Cathy  Logwood  who  didn’t  seem  to 
think  that  it  was  anything  special  for  them  to  take  in 
eight  children.  They  love  them,  they  care  for  them, 
they  take  them  to  church  and  teach  them  Christian 
values.  Isn’t  that  what  loving  families  are  for,  they 
wonder? 

They  seem  somewhat  perplexed  about  why  I 
thought  they  were  such  special  people  and  Charles 
seems  a  bit  embarassed  when  I  told  him  I  wanted  to 
shake  the  hand  of  the  man  who  had  a  heart  big 
enough  to  love  12  children. 

I  could  think  of  a  long  list  of  excuses  which  most 
people,  myself  included,  would  use  if  they  were  in 
the  Logwoods’  situation:  “I  can’t  care  for  eight  chil¬ 
dren  because  my  home  is  too  small;  It  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  mix  children  from  different  families  to¬

have  an  adequate  place  to  sleep. 

They  are  hoping  that  someone  or  some  organiza¬ 
tion  could  lend  a  hand  in  helping  them  to  provide  a 
bigger  home  for  the  children.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
“good  investment  “  to  put  funds  into  aiding  12  chil¬ 
dren  who  seem  well  on  their  way  to  being  responsi¬ 
ble,  caring  adults  like  Charles  and  Cathy  Logwood. 

But,  even  if  no  help  comes  forward,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  Logwoods  will  continue  to  make  the 
best  home  for  their  children  that  they  can.  That’s  the 
kind  of  people  that  they  are.

Michigan  Ivenue  project 
slated  to  begin  mid-July 


Due  to  the  recent  storm  ac¬ 
tivity,  the  Michigan  Avenue 
East  reconstruction  project 
has  been  postponed  for  a 
week. 

The  project  was  expected  to 
begin  last  week  but  now  it  is 
now  set  for  this  week. 

“Because  of  the  storm,  the 
state  cannot  begin  construc¬ 
tion  until  two  utility  poles  west 
of  the  viaduct  are  moved,  and 
they  are  expected  to  be  taken 
out  on  July  16,”  said  City  Engi¬ 
neer  Ramzi  El-Gharib. 

Construction  will  take  place 
from  just  west  of  the  Michigan 
Avenue  viaduct  to  1,000  feet 
east  of  Fourth  Street.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  Michigan  Avenue  East 


will  be  closed  to  through  traf¬ 
fic,  however,  one  lane  will  be 
open  at  all  times  to  local  traf¬ 
fic  and  emergency  vehicles. 

Wayne  Police  Lt.  Keith 
Thomas  said  residents  need  to 
be  aware  for  the  change  in  the 
speed  limit  while  traveling  on 
east  and  west  Michigan  Ave¬ 
nue. 

“Both  sides  will  be  reduced  to 
25  mph,”  said  Thomas.  “I  hope 
everyone  will  adhere  to  the 
new  speed  limit  which  will  go 
into  effect  immediately  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  road  con¬ 
struction  project.  Fines  will 
also  be  doubled  at  this  time  for 
anyone  disregarding  the  new 
speed  limit  as  well  as  other 


law  enforcement  signage  in 
the  construction  zone.” 

The  State  is  assuming  the  $3 
million  cost  of  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion.  The  city  of  Wayne  will  pay 
for  the  water  main  replace¬ 
ment  cost  which  is  estimated 
at  $9,000. 

With  Michigan  Avenue  East 
closed  to  through  traffic,  vehi¬ 
cles  will  cross  over  to  Michi¬ 
gan  Avenue  West  which  will  be 
set  up  as  a  two-way  traffic  be¬ 
ginning  at  a  point  2,000  feet 
west  of  the  viaduct  and  ending 
1,000  feet  west  of  Howe  Road. 

There  will  also  be  a  left  turn 
lane  on  Michigan  Avenue  West 
between  Pershing  and  Fourth 
Street. 


Bennett  says  ‘no’  to  a  gas  tax  hike 


Keeping  his  campaign 
promise  not  to  support  tax  in¬ 
creases,  state  Senator  Loren 
Bennett  (R-Canton)  today 
voted  against  hiking  the  state’s 
gas  tax. 

The  proposal-  included  in 
House  Bill  4872-  would  raise 
the  gas  tax  by  4  cents  starting 
August  1.

“Higher  gas  taxes  are  not 
the  answer  to  fixing  Michigan 
roads.  We  need  to  look  more 


closely  at  reforming  the  trans¬ 
portation  system  before  motor¬ 
ists  send  more  of  their  hard- 
earned  dollars  to  the  state.  It  is 
critical  that  the  state  spend 
the  taxpayers  money  it  cur¬ 
rently  has  more  efficiently. 
The  state  has  to  live  within  its 
means.”

This  is  the  story  of  a  theater 
that  once  was  the  talk  of  West¬ 
ern  Wayne  County.  Today,  it’s 
all  but  forgotten.  The  final 
chapter,  however,  is  yet  to  be 
written. 

If  a  group  of  concerned  citi¬ 
zens  are  successful,  the  story 
will  tell  of  a  theater  that  liter¬ 
ally  returned  from  the  grave  to 
live  again  with  laughter  and 
applause,”  said  Robert  Welch, 
president  of  the  volunteer 
group  which  is  revitalizing  the 
Wayne-based  theater. 

The  question  of  building  a 
theater  and  hotel  in  Wayne 
was  first  mentioned  while  in 
camp  at  George  M.  Stell- 
wagon’s  lodge  near  Grand 
Marais,  Mich.,  during  deer 
hunting  season  of  1925. 

Stellwagon,  C.K.  Miller,  R.W. 
Reiser,  and  John  Hawthorne 
were  in  the  group,  and  these 
four  individuals  later  became 
the  principals  who  succeeded 
in  stirring  up  enough  enthusi¬ 
asm  to  put  the  proposition 
across. 

After  their  return  from 
camp  it  was  decided  to  inter¬ 
est  other  Wayne  men  in  the 
project,  the  promotion  plan 
being  left  to  Charles  K.  Miller. 
Realizing  the  need  for  a  thea¬ 
ter  and  a  hotel  here,  the  origi- 
nal  four  men  had  little 
difficulty  in  getting  at  the 
proposition. 

They  felt  certain  that  if  they 
could  have  the  men  they 
wanted  in  camp  with  them, 
with  nothing  to  do  in  the  long 
evenings  but  plan  such  ven¬ 
tures,  the  proposition  could  be 
put  over,  but  it  was  a  long 
while  to  wait  until  the  next 
hunting  season.  However,  to 
the  credit  of  those  interested 
in  the  enterprise,  it  was  not 
necessary  to  deport  them  into 
deer  country  in  November, 
with  the  result  that  Wayne  peo¬ 
ple  are  going  to  enjoy  to  the 
utmost  the  entertainment  pos¬ 
sibilities  offered  by  the  new 
theater,  as  well  as  express 
their  praise  for  the  hotel  and 
incidentally,  the  men  who  had 
the  faith  to  see  the  thing 
through  to  the  finish. 

Handling  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  work  as  well  as  outlining 
the  plans  and  specifications 
for  Wayne’s’  new  hotel  and  the¬ 
ater  building  was  entirely  in 
line  with  the  earlier  experi¬ 
ences  of  C.K.  Miller.  Before 
coming  to  Wayne  as  a  effi¬ 
ciency  engineer  for  the  old 
Harroun  Motors  Company  in 
the  spring  of  1917,  he  had  been 
associated  with  several  promi¬ 
nent  automobile  and  building 
concerns  as  construction  man¬ 
ager  or  as  an  expert  on  gas¬ 
oline  engine  carburation. 

But  for  the  fact  that  Wayne 
had  some  person  qualified  to 
take  the  lead  in  a  building  pro¬ 
ject  such  as  the  new  Wayne 
theater  represents  and  one 
who,  without  expense,  could 
prepare  the  initial  plans  and 
details  for  presentation  to  lo¬ 
cal  men  it  is  unlikely  that  this 
structure  would  have  been  a 
possibility  at  the  present  time. 

From  the  inception  of  the 
idea  until  the  building  was 
turned  over  to  the  leasing  com¬ 
pany,  Miller  has  had  direct  su¬ 
pervision  of  all  details  in 
connection  with  the  new  build¬ 
ing  and  serving  in  such  a  ca¬ 
pacity  has  kept  him  a  very  busy 
individual. 

Miller  was  born  in  Sand¬ 
usky,  Ohio  but  received  his 
first  training  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  business  in  Colorado 
where  he  moved  with  his  par¬ 
ents.  This  work  was  later  fol¬ 
lowed  by  his  entry  into  the 
machinery  installation  field, 
putting  in  several  years  as 
state  representative  for  some 
of  the  country’s  largest  equip¬ 
ment  houses.  Much  of  this 
work  was  conducted  in  con-

nection  with  the  mining  indus¬ 
try  in  Colorado. 

In  1916,  he  located  in  De¬ 
troit,  as  an  automobile  distrib¬ 
utor,  since  which  time  he  has 
been  more  or  less  closely  con¬ 
nected  with  this  industry. 

After  a  year  spent  with  the 
Harroun  in  Wayne,  Mr.  Miller 
was  given  charge  of  a  Detroit 
plant  for  a  trust  company.  In 
1918  he  returned  to  Wayne  and 
took  charge,  for  the  govern¬ 
ment,  of  the  installation  of  a 
million  and  a  quarter’s  worth 
of  machinery  in  the  Harroun 
plant  which  was  then  entering 
upon  war  work. 

Between  the  completion  of 
this  work  and  his  purchase  of 
the  George  C.  Walker  garage  in 
Wayne  in  1920  Mr.  Miller 
served  as  construction  engi¬ 
neer  for  the  Timken  Axle  and 
Maxwell  Motors,  in  Detroit.  He 
now  is  the  oldest  Willys-Knight 
and  Overland  dealer  in  the 
county,  his  success  in  this  line 
having  necessitated  the  en¬ 
larging  of  his  garage  in  1923, 
this  being  the  first  building  in 
Wayne  having  steel  roof 
trusses. 

His  work  in  connection  with 
the  new  theater  has  been  a 
side  line  but  it  has  been  a  most 
important  one  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  service  he  has  ren¬ 
dered  the  men  with  whom  he 
has  been  associated. 

Back  in  1926,  when  most  of 
the  area  was  rural  farmland, 
when  Michigan  Avenue  was 
the  main  highway  between  De¬ 
troit  and  Chicago  and  when 
the  village  of  Wayne  was  the 
hub  of  activity,  local  business¬ 
men  built  a  theater  and  hotel 
complex.  It  included  five 
stores  along  Michigan  Avenue 
and  a  bowling  alley  in  the 
basement. 

The  Wayne  Theatre,  by  all 
accounts,  was  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  ever  built  in  a  small 
town.  It  seated  850  (625  on  the 
main  floor,  225  in  the  balcony) 
and  featured  excellent  acous¬ 
tics,  a  full  orchestra  pit  and  a 
fly  loft  for  stage  curtains. 

“Ads  called  it  ‘The  Pride  of 
Wayne.’  They  promised  the  lat¬ 
est  in  photoplays  (that’s  what 
they  called  movies  in  those 
days)  and  the  best  in  vaude¬ 
ville  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,” 
said  Welch,  who  is  spearhead¬ 
ing  the  theater  rejuvenation 
movement  from  home  due  to 
an  accident  which  has  tempo¬ 
rarily  sidelined  him. 

Opening  night  was  Saturday, 

Aug.  27,  1927.  Newspaper  arti¬ 
cles  tell  of  patrons  lined  up  for 
more  than  a  block  when  the 
doors  opened  at  6:30  p.m.  a 
standing-room-only  audience 
saw  Marion  Davies  in  Tillie  the 
Toiler,  an  Our  Gang  comedy, 

Yale  vs.  Harvard,  a  Paramount 
News  short,  and  five  vaude¬ 
ville  acts.  The  shows  were  a 
hit.  Soon,  it  was  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  theater  around. 

The  Woodward  Theatre 
Company,  headed  by  Henry  S. 

Koppin,  operated  the  theater. 


Koppin  managed  26  theaters 
in  Michigan  that  were  popu¬ 
larly  known  in  the  Midwest  as 
the  Koppin  vaudeville  Circuit. 
Many  big  acts  toured  Detroit, 
such  as  A1  Jolson  and  Fred  As- ' 
taire,  also  played  Wayne. 

Special  radio  nights  in¬ 
cluded  a  broadcast  of  the  Jack 
Dempsey  -  Gene  Tunney  fight. 
And  radio  station  WWJ  regu- . 
larly  presented  “The  Okla¬ 
homa  Cowboys”  live  from  the 
stage. 

But,  alas,  the  stock  market 
crash  of  1929  caused  Koppin  to 
close  his  fchain  of  theaters.  A 
few  montihs  later,  Walter 
Shafer  reopened  the  Wayne 
Theatre  and  operated  it  with 
his  sons,  Charles  and  Martin, 
as  a  movije  house  modern  State 
down  the  street.  As  with  the 
vaudeville  that  was  once  so 
popular,  the  Wayne  Theatre 
soon  became  but  a  fond  mem¬ 
ory. 

The  lobby  of  the  Wayne  was 
converted  into  a  music  store. 
Occasionally,  high  schools 
used  the  stage.  Eventually, 
however,  the  seats  were  re¬ 
moved,  and  the  auditorium 
was  partitioned  into  music  and 
dance  rehearsal  rooms.  It  re¬ 
mained  that  way  until  April 
1985,  when  a  fire  destroyed  the 
lobby  and  stores  along  Michi¬ 
gan  Avenue.  The  theater  itself 
sustained  only  minor  smoke 
damage. 

It  sat  vacant  and  fenced  for 
nearly  two  years.  Finally,  a 
group  of  theater  buffs,  formed 
a  nonprofit  corporation  to  re¬ 
store  the  theater  called  the 
Palace  Theater  Company, 
named  after  the  Palace  Opera 
House  that  was  built  in  Wayne 
in  1886. 

Actual  promotion  of  the  the¬ 
ater  proposition  was  started  in 
January  1926.  The  first  work 
was  begun  on  Aug.  2,  1926  and 
the  beginning  of  work  above 
grade  had  its  start  Dec.  3, 1926. 
During  the  construction  pe¬ 
riod  28  days  were  lost  because 
of  weather  conditions  when 
the  foundations  were  being 
made  and  another  12  days  af¬ 
ter  the  building  was  ready. 

An  open  house  was  held 
Aug.  27,  1987  (60  years  after 
opening  night)  to  announce 
restoration  plans.  These  plans 
include  rebuilding  the  lobby, 
refurbishing  the  auditorium  to 
its  former  splendor  and  creat¬ 
ing  a  performing  arts  center 
for  the  Western  Wayne  County 
area. 

The  Wayne  Theatre  is  one  of 
the  few  remaining  vaudeville 
houses  in  Michigan.  It’s  a  true 
historic  treasure.  We  want  to 
save  it  from  the  wrecking  ball 
and  preserve  a  part  of  our  her¬ 
itage  for  future  generations.

City  championship  golf  tournament  Aug.  2-3  at  Woodlands

It’s  a  summer  classic. 

Has  been  for  nearly  35 
years,  despite  some  modifica¬ 
tions  and  name  changes. 

But  the  object  of  the  1997 
City  Championship  Golf  Tour¬ 
naments  has  been,  and  still  is, 
to  crown  a  city  champ  and  also 
find  the  top  five  golfers  in  each 
of  the  participating  cities  to 
send  them,  as  a  team,  to  the 
state  Parks  and  Recreation 
championships. 

And,  on  the  weekend  of  Aug. 
2-3,  between  80  to  100  amateur 
male  golfers  will  tee  off  at  the 


Woodlands  of  Van  Buren  in 
hopes  of  winning  the  1997  clas¬ 
sic. 

“We  have  been  accepting 
entries  right  along  from  those 
who  have  played  in  this  tour¬ 
nament  and  come  back  year  af¬ 
ter  year,”  said  Jeff  Rutter, 
Wayne  Parks  and  Recreation 
supervisor,  who  serves  on  the 
governing  board  of  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  “We  want  those  who 
have  been  out  of  town  or  for 
some  reason  or  other  forgotten 
to  get  the  message  that  we’re 
holding  the  tournament 
again.” 

Open  to  men  -  and  women  - 


from  the  cities  of  Wayne,  West- 
land,  Romulus,  Inkster,  Gar¬ 
den  City  and  the  townships  of 
Canton  and  Van  Buren,  the 
tournament  is  a  two-day,  36- 
hole  affair  that  will  determine 
the  city  champions  in  each  of 
the  cities. 

Rutter,  along  with  Bob  Ko- 
sowski,  of  the  Westland  Parks 
and  Recreation,  longtime 
golfers  Gary  Clark,  Mark  Mor¬ 
ton  Jr.  and  Jon  Hund,  of  Wood¬ 
lands,  also  serve  as  the  rules 
committee. 

Golfers  will  play  18-holes  on 
the  first  day  (Aug.  2)  and  return 
the  following  day  to  compete 


in  the  finals.  The  top  five 
golfers  in  each  of  the  cities 
(and  townships)  will  earn  the 
right  to  represent  their  com¬ 
munities  at  the  state  finals. 

However,  a  golfer  must  res¬ 
ide  in  the  city  (or  township) 
which  he  -  or  she  -  will  repre¬ 
sent. 

Golfers  residing  outside  the 
participating  cities  are  also  in¬ 
vited  to  compete  in  what  will 
be  labeled  as  an  Open  Divi¬ 
sion. 

“The  tournament  is  based 
on  actual  scored  over  both 
days,”  Rutter  stressed.  “And 
golfers  will  be  placed  into 


flights  based  on  their  first-day 
scores.” 

As  in  the  past,  the  top  three 
finishers  in  each  of  the  flights 
will  be  awarded  a  trophy.  (In 
case  of  a  tie  for  one  of  the  tro¬ 
phy  awards,  golfers  will  be  re¬ 
quested  to  play  a  “sudden 
death”  playoff  to  determine 
the  winner. 

There  is  also  an  additional 
trophy  to  the  golfer  with  the 
lowest  scorer  for  the  entire 
field  (medalist). 

The  top  five  players,  both 
men  and  women,  in  the  cham¬ 
pionship  flights,  may  qualify 
for  the  state  championship 


which  is  usually  conducted  at 
Binder  Park  Golf  Course  in 
Battle  Creek. 

However,  some  parks  and 
recreation  departments  have 
not  had  the  funds  to  send  their 
teams  to  the  state  tournament. 

Sponsored  by  the  Wayne 
Parks  and  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Westland  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department,  along 
with  the  Westland  Municipal 
Golf  Course  and  the  Wood¬ 
lands  of  Van  Buren  Golf 
Course,  golfers  may  register  by 
sending  their  name,  address, 
daytime  phone  and  the  city

Have  you  ever  wondered 
whatever  happened  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  athlete  that  you  played 
against  or  watched  play  and 
marveled  at  his  or  her  talent? 
Did  you  find  yourself  thinking 
that  this  person  is  one  of  the 
greatest  players  you’ve  ever 
seen  and  that  some  college  is 
going  to  be  very  lucky  to  sign 
the  athlete  to  a  scholarship? 

I  had  an  opportunity,  re¬ 
cently,  to  sit  down  and  talk 
with  one  such  athlete.  Step¬ 
hanie  Grqy  was  a  1993  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Plymouth  Canton  High 
School.  She  capped  off  her  se¬ 
nior  year  of  basketball  by  be¬ 
ing  named  to  the  Class  A  first 
team  All-State  squad.  She 
was  voted  the  Ann-Arbor 
News  Player-of-the-Year  at 
Canton  High  and  co-MVP  of 
the  basketball  team. 

As  a  junior,  she  led  her 
team  to  the  state  basketball 
semi-finals,  losing  only  to  the 
eventual  state  champ.  Then  as 
a  senior,  she  led  her  team  to 
the  state’s  number  one  rank¬ 
ing,  before  unexpectedly  being 
knocked  out  early  in  the  re¬ 
gional  of  the  state  tourna¬ 
ment 

Gray,  however,  remains  one 
of  the  greatest  players  ever  to 
suit  up  for  the  Canton  Chiefs. 

Her  ascent  to  the  top, 
though,  began  quite  inauspi- 
ciously. 

As  a  seventh  and  eighth 
grader  at  Lowell  Junior  High 
she  decided  to  play  basket¬ 
ball,”  to  get  in  shape  for  track,” 
she  says. 

“Track  was  my  first  love.  I, 
also,  decided  to  play,  just  so 
that  I  could  do  something  after 
school.  I  played  in  one  game  in 
those  two  years.  I  was  a  real 
klutz  in  those  years,”  she  says, 
with  a  laugh. 

But,  oh  what  a  player  she 
turned  out  to  be.  By  the  time 
she  was  a  sophomore,  she  was 
a  starter  on  the  Canton  varsity. 
Not  a  very  easy  thing  to  do 
since  the  Chiefs  have  one  of 
the  area’s  most  storied  base¬ 
ball  traditions. 

She,  also,  continued  to  excel 
•at  track  and  field.  To  this  day, 
she  stills  holds  the  Lowell  Ju¬ 
nior  High  record  in  the  high 
jump,  at  5  feet  4  inches.  In  high 
school,  she  kept  at  it  and  con¬ 
sistently  jumped  at  a  high 
level,  placing  at  the  state  meet. 

She  participated  in  volley¬ 
ball,  as  well,  for  two  years,  giv¬ 
ing  it  up  to  concentrate  on  her 
studies  and  on  basketball. 

“I  loved  playing  high  school 
basketball.  I  liked  the  camara¬ 
derie  with  the  other  girls.  It’s  a 
great  memory,”  she  says. 

When  asked  what  her  most 
memorable  games  were  at 
Canton  she  said,  “When  we 
played  Birmingham  Marian 
my  junior  year.  We  won  on  the 
last  shot  I  inbounded  the  ball 
under  the  basket  and  passed  to 
Britta  Anderson,  who  amaz¬ 
ingly  caught  it  while  being 
heavily  defended  and  then 
scored  the  basket,  as  time  ran 
out.” 

“I,  also,  remember  going  up 
against  Paula  Sanders  (who  re¬ 
cently  was  named  All-Big  Ten 
at  MSU)  and  Harper  Woods 
Regina,  who  was  ranked  first 
in  the  state  at  the  time  and  we 
were  number  two.  We  ended 
up  beating  them.” 

“Of  course,  all  the  games 
against  Salem  were  great,  too.” 

Some  of  the  best  players  she 
played  against  in  high  school 
were,  Sanders,  Stephanie 
Storen  (Marian),  Lisa  Negri 
(Flint  Powers  Catholic),  and 
Dawn  Warner  (Livonia  Frank¬ 
lin).  A  veritable  “who’s  who”  of 
recent  high  school  basketball 
in  this  state. 

After  high  school,  she  ac¬ 
cepted  a  full-ride  athletic 
scholarship  to  Western  Michi¬ 
gan  University.  She  chose 
Western  because  it  was  close 
to  home  and  she  liked  Head 
Coach  Pat  Charity. 

However,  sadly,  things 
didn’t  go  as  planned. 

“I  didn’t  like  the  business¬ 
like  atmosphere  at  Western.  It 
just  wasn’t  for  me.  So  I  decided 
to  transfer  to  another  school 
after  two  years  there,”  she 
said. 

Well,  Western’s  loss  was 
Northern  Michigan  Univer¬ 
sity’s  gain. 

“I  remember  Head  Coach 
Mike  Geary’s  phone  calls  to  me 
when  I  was  being  recruited. 

He  seemed  very  interested 
at  the  time  and  I  thought  that 
he  still  might  be. 

“I  had  coach  Bob  Blohm 
(Canton  basketball  coach)  call 
Coach  Geary  to  see  if  he  if  he 


was  still  interested  in  me  and 
he  was.  That’s  why  I  decided  to 
go  there,”  she  says. 

It  was  definitely  the  right 
decision. 

“It’s  such  an  honor  to  play  at 
Northern.  The  team  is  so  sup¬ 
portive  up  in  \the  U.P..  It’s  been 
excellent.  Running  out  onto 
the  court  at  North  Dakota,  last 
year,  at  the  Elite  Eight,  was  a 
feeling  I’ll  never  forget.  It  was 
such  a  big  game.  I  was  thinking 


that  this  is  what  it’s  all  about,” 
she  gushes. 

When  asked  if  she  would 
have  done  anything  different, 
if  she  could  have,  concerning 
her  basketball  career  she  said, 
“I  would  have  gone  to  NMU 
right  away.  I  have  no  regrets 
about  leaving  Western  and 
coming  here  to  Northern.” 

She’s  learned  plenty  of  les¬ 
sons  about  life  since  high 
school.  “I’ve  learned  that  you 


can’t  equate  your  importance 
to  the  number  of  minutes  that 
you  play.  If  you’re  not  always 
playing,  it  doesn’t  mean  that 
you’re  not  important  to  the 
program. 

“Girls  have  to  look  at  how 
they  can  be  invaluable  to  the 
team.  From  cheering  while  on 
the  bench,  to  practicing  hard 
and  helping  their  teammates 
improve.” 

When  asked  if  she  had  any 


advice  for  young  girls  or  boys 
who  might  be  going  off  to  col¬ 
lege  to  play  sports  she  said, 
“No  matter  what,  be  true  to 
yourself  and  work  hard. 

Dream  and  set  high  goals 
but,  don’t  expect  anything.  No¬ 
body  owes  you  a  thing  but,  you 
owe  it  to  yourself  to  work 
hard.” 

She  went  on  to  say  that,” 
The  one  pitfall  that  athletes 
should  look  out  for,  is  self-pity. 


Don’t  be  too  hard  on  yourself. 
A  lot  of  girls  come  out  expect¬ 
ing  to  play  right  away  but,  they 
might  not  be  experienced 
enough  yet  Don’t  be  discour¬ 
aged.  Give  it  time.” 

She  says  that  her  college 
years  have  been,  “A  very  posi¬ 
tive  experience.  It’s  been  a 
learning  experience,  for  sure. 
Whenever  you  learn,  however, 
it’s  a  positive  thing.”

High  performance  praise, 
full-throttle  accolades!  If  you 
haven’t  guessed  by  now,  I’m 
speaking  of  the  1997  Ford  Mus¬ 
tang  GT  convertible.  This  steel 
pony  is  terrific  when  it  comes 
to  looks  and  power.  Both  confi¬ 
dent  and  athletic,  it  is  also  a 
refined,  composed  sports  car. 

You  get  the  fun  of  a  high- 
performance  sports  machine, 
without  sacrificing  too  much 
passenger  room.  This  horse  is 
rocking.  The  GT  model  comes 
standard  with  a  215  horse¬ 
power  4.6  liter  O.C.  V-8  engine 
that  really  screams  with  just 
the  touch  of  a  toe. 

Some  of  the  changes  to  the 
Mustang  this  year  include  a 
passive  anti-  theft  system  that 
disables  the  engine  if  someone 
tries  to  start  it  without  the 
proper  key.  It  is  a  standard  fea¬ 
ture  on  all  of  the  Mustangs  this 
model  year.  Other  changes  for 
the  rear-drive  car  are  a  monot¬ 
one  interior  color  scheme  and 
a  flecked  seat  fabric  pattern  in 
the  GT.  Gray  leather  uphol¬ 
stery  is  also  an  option,  along 
with  diamond-cut  17  inch  alloy 
wheels  for  the  GT. 

As  far  as  standard  and  op¬ 
tional  features  for  this  auto¬ 
mobile,  my  test  car  was 
loaded.  Power  everything  was 
included.  However,  the  one 
thing  that  I  did  not  like,  was 
one  would  think  for  a  $30,000 
plus  automobile  that  the  com¬ 
pact  disc  player  would  be  in 
the  dash,  not  the  trunk.  It  was  a 
hassle,  and  therefore  did  not 
get  much  use.

unlike  the  coupe,  there’s  no 
split  folding  rear  seatback  to 
extend  the  load  floor  for 
longer  cargo  you  may  want  to 
haul  (such  as  ski’s,  golf  clubs 
etc.)  The  driver’s  and  pas¬ 
senger’s  seating  in  the  front 
was  good.  I  was  amazed  at  the 
head  and  floor  room.  The  back 
seat  was  a  different  story.  If 
you  happen  to  be  more  than 
five  feet  tall  forget  about  it! 

My  test  car  had  a  smooth 
paint  finish,  and  the  exterior 
panels  lined  up  evenly.  It  defi¬ 
nitely  was  an  eye-catcher.  Inte¬ 
rior  materials  were  attractive, 
though  the  center  console  had 
sharp  plastic  edges. 

I  also  thought  that  Ford 
could  have  done  away  with  the 
overabundant  use  of  black 
plastic  on  the  dash  and  doors. 
The  seats  were  very  stylish 
and  comfortable  though. 

Mustang  has  a  more  upright 
design  than  Camaro,  so  it  has  a 
slightly  airier  feeling.  The 
dashboard  is  still  tall  and  the 
seating  position  low.  It  is  even 
comfortable  for  tall  drivers 
who  need  the  leg  and  head 
room.  With  a  taller  body  than 
the  Camaro,  the  Mustang  is 
slightly  easier  to  get  in  and  out 
of.  The  driver  also  has  a  mar¬ 
ginally  better  view  to  the  sides 
and  rear.  However,  the  con¬ 


vertible’s  thick  rear  roof  pil¬ 
lars  drastically  restrict  the 
over-  the-shoulder  view,  mak¬ 
ing  it  very  difficult  to  change 
lanes. 

A  combination  of  engine, 
exhaust,  tire  and  wind  noise  in 
my  test  car  added  up  to  consid¬ 
erable  ruckus,  especially  at 
highways  speeds.  It  seemed 
even  louder  with  the  top  up. 
Even  with  its  low-profile  high- 
performance  tires,  my  test  car 
smoothed  out  most  bumps.  The 
ride  is  busy  compared  to  most 
cars,  but  good  for  a  sports  car. 
The  GT  model  leans  more  in 
tight  comers  than  the  Camaro, 
though  it  is  still  agile  and  re¬ 
sponsive.  Just  hit  the  gas  in 
this  baby  and  you  are  gone.  No 
problems  with  acceleration  at 
all. 

The  gas  mileage  in  the  GT 
model  was  less  than  perfect, 
but  what  can  you  expect  out  of 
a  high-performance  sports  car. 
It  got  14  miles  per  gallon  city, 
and  17  on  the  highway.  With 
the  air  conditioning  on  the  gas 
mileage  dropped  even  further, 
so  did  the  power. 

Price  wise,  about  $30,000 
will  get  you  everything  you 
could  ever  need  or  want.  Ford 
compares  the  Mustang  GT  to 
the  Chevrolet  Camaro,  Cor¬ 
vette,  Mitsubishi  3000  GT,  Pon¬ 
tiac  Firebird,  Subaru  SVX, 
and  the  Toyota  Supra. 

The  verdict:  Engineering  re¬ 
finement,  reputation  for  qual¬ 
ity,  and  a  high  resale  value.  A 
stylish,  well-made  convertible 
that  turns  a  lot  of  heads  and 
takes  up  less  space.

“Can  we  talk?” 

Recent  tragedies  in  her  life  are 
no  secret  either.  And  now  Joan 
Rivers  talks  about  them. 

“I  share  them  by  incorporating 
them  into  my  nightclub  act,” 
Rivers  said.  “It  is  therapeutic, 
while  helping  the  public  get  to 
know  me  better.” 

The  years  since  she  was  lured 
away  from  the  Tonight  Show,  fired 
by  the  newly  formed  Fox  Broad¬ 
casting,  and  emotionally  shattered 
by  the  suicide  of  her  husband  have 
forever  changed  Joan  Rivers. 

“Each  day  is  a  new  beginning  for 
me  and  I  live  each  to  the  fullest.  It 
has  made  me  closer  to  my  daughter, 
Melissa.  And,  I  appreciate  the  good 
and  the  bad  times  in  my  life. 
Because  I  am  living.  And  life  is 
precious.”  Rivers  told  CONQUEST, 
while  performing  recently  at  the 
Capitol  Theatre  in  Windsor,  Canada. 

Today,  the  comedian,  actress, 
screenwriter,  playwriter  and 
author  of  the  best-seller  “ENTER 
TALKING  and  STILL  TALKING” 
has  triumphantly  emerged. 

She  received  an  Emmy  for  her 
highly  successful  TV  talk  show. 
She  hosted  “Can  We  Shop”.  And 
Rivers  received  a  Tony  nomina¬ 
tion,  in  1994,  as  Best  Actress  for 
her  Broadway  play,  “Sally  Marr 
and  her  Escorts.” 

This  is  a  story  of  her  return. 

With  her  trademark  wit  and 
appreciation  of  her  immigrant 
family  history,  and  an  awareness  of 
the  tragedies  of  others,  Rivers  tells 


of  her  most  terrifying  moment  of 
her  husbands  death  and  how  she 
survived  it. 

“It  was  the  most  terrifying  expe¬ 
rience  of  my  life,  but  I  took  one 
step. ..to  one  step  at  a  time.

There's  no  mystery  to  this 
story. 

Tom  Taylor,  60,  former  mayor 
of  Westland,  is  an  enterprising 
fellow. 

How  else  could  he  work  full 
time  as  executive  director  of 
Thomas  Taylor  Towers,  a  senior 
hi-rise,  and  still  find  time  to 
write  a  book?

been  through  so  much  madness 
that  “even  Yogi  Berra  makes  sense 
to  me.” 

“And  I  will  raise  my  little 
demure  voice  to  tell  you:  With 
laughter  and  courage,  you  can  sur¬ 
vive  anything  and  bounce  back  — 
and  I  mean  anything.”  Rivers  con¬ 
tinued,  “Just  be  honest  with  your¬ 
self  about  what  you  have  lost,  what 
you  want  from  life  and  how  you’re 
changing  .” 

The  comic  advised  to  seek  help 
when  you  need  it  and  comfort  when 
you  want  it.  Don’t  judge  yourself  to 
harshly  and  don’t  let  anyone  else’s 
judgement  stand  in  your  way. 

She  confided,  “Listen  to  me 
sweetheart,  “Galileo’s  mother 
probably  told  him.

While  the  members  all  modest¬ 
ly  suggest  that  it  takes  little 
skill  or  talent  to  join  the 
throngs  of  their  music-making,  in  hear¬ 
ing  the  results  of  their  hours  of  prac¬ 
tice,  one  is  quick  to  realize  that  there’s 
real  musicianship  at  work  here.

The  Thursday  afternoon  benefi¬ 
ciaries  are  staff  of  the  city’s  police 
department,  and  the  patrons  of  the 
Williamston  Library,  who,  being  locat¬ 
ed  right  next  door  to  the  Annex,  get 
their  own  weekly  concert  of  German 
folk  songs.  Polka  medleys,  waltzes, 
songs  from  the  Big  Band  era,  some¬ 
thing  called  “Hungry  Five”  music 
(arrangements  for  four  different 
instruments),  and  an  occasional  col¬ 
lege  fight  song  thrown  in  for  good 
measure. 

Says  Police  Chief  James  LeClear, 
“We  love  being  serenaded  by  their

practicing.  I’ve  even  had  citizens 
drop  in  to  the  department  on  business 
who  hear  them  and  say  they  should  be 
giving  concerts.  I  then  explain  that 
they  do”. 

“Nothing  much  about  our  programs 
are  constant,”  says  Stewart,  “except 
that  we  always  close  with  Gus  Kahn’s 
“I’ll  See  You  in  My  Dreams”.  We  play  a 
little  of  everything  and  particularly 
like  playing  music  from  the  1920’s  and 
the  1930’s  which  bring  back  a  lot  of 
memories  for  older  listeners”. 

The  Hungry  Five  music  with  selec¬ 
tions  like  “Toot  Toot  Tootsie”,  and 
“Goofus”,  get  people  tapping  their  toes 
and  stomping  their  feet,  according  to 
Stewart.  He  says  it’s  the  kind  of  music 
that  immediately  gives  you  a  rapport 
with  the  audience.  As  they  feel  compe¬ 
tent  to  play  them,  pieces  are  added  to 
their  repertoire.  So,  no  two  concerts 
are  ever  quite  the  same. 

Among  the  band  members  are  14 
men  and  three  women.  One  couple  is 
married.  There’s  a  retired  director  of 
the  Michigan  State  Police,  a  retired 
professor,  a  former  school  superinten¬ 
dent  from  Michigan’s  Upper  Peninsula, 
retired  teachers,  engineers,  a  retired 
pharmacist,  retired  military  person¬ 
nel,  former  businessmen,  retired  state 
employees,  a  realtor,  and  insurance 
and  financial  planners.

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time,  most  are  either  retired,  or  just 
continue  to  dabble  in  their  field  on  a 
part-time  basis,  says  Stewart. 

Each  band  member,  he  says,  how¬ 
ever,  is  a  story  unto  himself.  “There’s 
Clay  who  is  in  to  driving  race  cars, 
Shirley,  who  is  quite  an  accomplished 
artist,  Ken,  the  one  who  played  in  the 
Army  military  band  and  who  still  uses 
the  trombone  sent  to  him  some  50  years 
ago  as  a  gift  that  came  from  his  Army 
buddies  in  the  Pacific  Theatre  during 
World  War  II,  and  Jean,  an  accom¬ 
plished  seamstress,  as  evidenced  by 
the  snappy  red  vests  we  wear  when  we 
play  in  public.”  Everyone  has  a  story  to 
tell,  claims  the  band’s  coordinator. 
“These  are  all  interesting  people.” 

The  group  has  been  playing  together 
for  approximately  two  years.  They’ve 
played  at  nursing  homes  and  retire¬ 
ment  villages,  senior  centers,  civic  and 
fraternal  engagements,  county  fairs, 
birthdays  and  anniversaries,  schools 
and  at  a  variety  of  other  events.  Many 
of  their  engagements  have  come  simply 
from  someone  in  the  audience  hearing 
them  and  asking  them  to  be  a  part  of 
their  upcoming  event.  Members  say 
there’s  a  particular  fondness,  however, 
for  the  Williamston  Senior  Center 
where  they  first  started  practicing  and 
where  they  return  to  perform  from 
time  to  time. 

While  the  group  accepts  donations 
when  they  perform,  Stewart  says  these 


folks  are  not  doing  this  for  the  money. 
“The  common  thread  here  is  the  love 
of  music.  I  think  we  make  an  awful  lot 
of  people  happy.”  Some  would  say  that 
their  participation  has  something  to 
do  with  the  good-natured  bantering 
that  goes  on  between  members.  A 
sense  of  humor,  suggested  one  mem¬ 
ber,  is  a  prerequisite. 

The  band’s  coordinator  says  that,  for 
some,  with  time  on  their  hands,  the 
band  fills  a  void  with  a  positive. 
“Besides  giving  the  folks  an  outlet  for 
their  musical  talent,  it  gives  the 
seniors  an  opportunity  to  remain 
involved.  It  also  says  you  could  be 
active  too.”  For  others,  who  hadn’t 
resumed  playing  their  instrument  for 
40  years  or  more  before  joining  the 
band,  a  lot  of  time  has  been  spent  prac¬ 
ticing,  quipped  one  woman.  While  she 
admits  it  was  scary  to  pick  up  her 
instrument  after  a  long  hiatus,  as 
Stewart  says,  “It  comes  back.. .you  don’t 
lose  it.  There’s  no  auditions,  member¬ 
ship  fees  or  competition  for  chairs  with 
this  band”,  he  says  with  a  smile.  “We’re 
just  a  real  relaxed  group.” 

Comments  like  “We  really  enjoy 
your  playing,”  and  “You  can  really  tell 
you  enjoy  what  you’re  doing”,  says 
Stewart,  is  music  to  their  ears.  “It’s 
what  keeps  us  going”.  And,  to  the 
observer,  it’s  apparently  what  keeps 
them  young.
